In 1895, under his 
leadership a group of Socialists 
organized the Socialist Trade and 
Labor Alliance, dedicated to mili- 
tant trade union policies. 

The eforts of the Socialist 
Trade and Labor Alliance were 
not very successful in capturing 
leadership of any significant part 
of the trade union movement. De 
Leon’s Socialist Trade and Labor 
Alliance, with De Leon as the 
delegate, was represented at a 
convention held in 1905 which 
launched the Industrial Workers 
of the World.

Another ‘Red Scare’ Collapses | 


The tantastic story concocted by Paul Davis, head of the relief 
administration in San Francisco, with the active co-opcration of ‘the 
Hearst Press and the American ‘Legion. has fallen to pieces. The 
picture presented through the Fascist Hearst press was that of the 
relief administration “‘being honeycombed” with Communists in “‘key 
positions” who played fivorites with radicals on rehef and cut otuers 
down to,the bone for the sake of “*fomenting trouble.” 

. Pinned down, Mr. Davis could name no Communist in “‘key”’ 
positions: could name nothing and nobody, as a matter of fact. 

However, facts don't matter much to the anti-working ‘class 
“subversive activities’ committee of the American Legion, and as 
little to the fascist Hearst press.’ They can be manufactured where 
they don't exist. What does matter is that another wolley was fired 
by the slimy Hearst press in its campaign of slander and incite- 

ment to violence against the militant working class. ‘The object, 
obviously, is to lay a basis for’ the cutting cf all militant workers 
off the relief rolls. 

My. Davis should be told that if Commmunists were in key posi 
tions an the relief administration, they would use these positions, not 
to play favoritism on the cne hand and cut down relief on the other,

~ Rossi “Guarantees” Relief 


Mayor Rossi felt called upon last Sunday to disturb the 
usual calm cf his “day of rest’ ‘to issue a statement to the effect 
that the city’s unempleyed would be cared for “‘just as they have 
been in the past-——at any cost.” : . 

| And just what is the Mayor, going to do about it? In his own 
words, the problem “calls for’ further Federal approprialions “or 
prompt administration of the band issue..”” 

Rossi would have ‘as believe! that he is helpless to take any action 
which would result in REAL reef for the unemployed. He pas- 
ses the buck to the Federal government and the state. The Federal! 
government has already passed the buck to the state; what is needed 
to complete the picture is for the state to say plously that it 1s up 
to the cities. The state, however, is not prepared to feign complete 
helplessness. It, a& well as the Federal government, must make 
some gestures toward unemployment relief, fearful of mass struggles 
for bread. 

In view of the President's: program of forced labor camps at 
wages below the subsistence level, and Merriam’s hunger and high 
tax regime, this “‘guarantee’’ by Rossi that the unemployed will be 
cared for “as they have been.in the past’’ isn’t one to be seized 
upon with great joy by the unemployed workers. 

But is the mayor of San Francisco really as beneficently help- 
less as he says he is? : ' 

‘e suggest to the mayor that he study the National Workers 
Unemployment Insurancé Bill (H.R. 2827) and the State Unem- 
ployment Insurance Baill (Assembly Bill 791) and bring them to 
the city council with resolutions demanding their enactment, to be 
forwarded to Congress and State Legislators. 

We suggest to the mayor that he cut all salaries of city officials 
being paid $3000 a year or more; that he cut his police budget; 
eliminate his stool-pigeoning apparatus; stop spending thousands of 
dollars on receptions to home-coming Legionnaire officials and vistt- 
ing capitalist dignitaries; that he eliminate all the graft and cor- 
.Yuption with which the city reeks; that the funds accumulated from 


_.these and similar sources, with the funds to be appropriated by the 


City Council, be placed in the jhands of. a committee of unemployed 
werkers for administration and’ distribution among all unemployed. 
_. These thmgs Rossi could: do—if he were not in office as a 
representative of the capitalist ¢lass and its interests! 

. . These are the steps a Communist in office would take immedi- 
ately, and more—a. Communist mayor himself would lead the un-.
